Large numbers of military buildings are still being built there. 


2. About ten military barracks are being built near the cemetery at Galati. 
The barracks, all twoestory, are very large. 


36 There ave Soviet troops in four barracks at Galati which were formerly 
occupied by Rumanian troops, and Soviet officers are billeted in almost every 
private house. The barracks in Strada Traian are occupied by Soviet Air Forces 
the barracks in Strada Braila are occupied by men of a tank squadron, and the 
twe barracks in Strada Tecuwxi are occupied by infantry and artillery.
